In one raid on the capital today 
one soviet plane was shot down 
in the ou tskirts of the city and its 
three occu pants killed.

The fighting northeast of Lake

—The Su preme cou rt ru led today 
that New York City’s 2 per cent 
sales tax, as applied to produ cts 
brou ght into the city from ou tside 
the state, does not infringe the 
commerce clau se of the federal 
consttiu tion.

ILLIAM K. HUTCHISON’S story last week 
th at th e late Senator William E. Borah of 
Idah o planned to bolt th e republican party and 
to support Senator Burton K. Wh eeler of Montana 
in th e event th e latter was nominated by th e 
democrats for th e presidency occasioned great sur­ 
prise because on so many occasions wh en it seemed 
Borah was about to take a walk, h e merely sat 
down. 


Senator Borah was not a “bolting” man. 
He 
was a rigid disciple of th e two-party sy stem. 
Th ere were a number of occasions wh en h e was 
completely out- of sy mpath y with h is party ’s 
nominee, and wh en th e platform wh ich h ad been 
adopted on particular issues was deeply offen­ 
sive to h im but th e provocation never seemed suf­ 
ficient for h im to step over th e line. 
Th e facts 
constitute one of th e greatest records of consis­ 
tency and strength —or inconsistency and weak­ 
ness—depending upon th e viewpoint wh eth er ad­ 
h erence to th e two-party sy stem and party regu­ 
larity , or independence in political action, repre­ 
sents an ideal of citizenry . 
Th e two-party sy stem h as its place in Ameri­ 
can life, an indispensable and invaluable place, 
as contrasted with th e bloc sy stem wh ich plagued 
so many European governments. 
To wh at ex ­ 
tremes party regularity sh all go depends upon 
individual conscience. 
Th ere are evils under th e 
two-party sy stem wh ich seriously impair efficient 
government. 
Th ere are evils, great evils. In th e 
formation of blocs wh ich easily migh t destroy th at 
fine balance establish ed th rough majority and 
minority rule in th is country . 
Th e professional 
politician, and 
a lot of oth er good people today 
decry th ose developments wh ich seem to be de­ 
stroy ing th e loy alty of great numbers of men and 
women to party rule but th e fact remains a great 
deal of th e progress wh ich h as taken place in th is 
country can be attributed solely to th e independ­ 
ent spirit wh ich h as ch aracterized men prominent 
in public life, and large masses of voters. 
With ­ 
out it, and with out th e fear th at its ex istence cre­ 
ates, th e ch ances are both political parties would 
die of dry rot, and destroy th emselves in th e end. 
Senator Borah ’s greatest services are known and 
recognized. 
Noth ing could or sh ould be said to 
detract from th em. 
His failure to assert h is in­ 
dependence from party rule may be given prop­ 
er credit as a genuine feeling th at wh atever h is 
own individual feelings may h ave been, it was es­ 
sential th e two-party sy stem be maintained in all 
of its rigidity . 
Oth ers were not so ch aritable. 
Th ey said Bor­ 
ah nursed presidential ambitions for 
a long time. 
As th e foundation of th e presidential candidacy 
th e refusal to support h is party ’s nominee for th e 
presidency did not constitute 
a good recommenda­ 
tion. 
Senator Borah was seventy -four and th e 
h ope h e migh t lead a revitalized and h umanized 
republican party into battle h ad been destroy ed 
by th e advancing y ears. 
Th e story th at in th e event of Wh eeler’s nomi­ 
nation by th e democrats h e planned to bolt adds 
noth ing to h is stature as a statesman. Th ere were 
times wh en h e would h ave been justified in de­ 
serting h is party earlier in h is career, and wh en 
h is desertion would h ave been far more effective 
perh aps th an in th e impending election.

In th is 
case, h ow long would it be be­ 
fore such th ings were safe for 
oth er ch ildren to h andle?” 
Th e general principle of dealing 
with scarlet fever is based on th e 
fact th at it is an infectious dis­ 
ease wh ich is carried by persons 
or objects 
(fomites) 
th at 
th e 
scarlet fever patient h as touch ed. 
In observing strict precautions, 
it is advised th at th e books or toy s 
th at th e ch ild play s with during 
th e illness sh ould be burned, th at 
th e bed cloth ing sh ould be boiled 
and th e mattress formalin treated 
and aired. 
Th e room sh ould be 
disinfected by th e formalin pro­ 
cess, and not be used by oth ers 
until six weeks after th e end 
th e period of convalescencs. Of 
course, in actual practice such 
j 
precautions are difficult or even 
impossible to carry out. In actual 
practice, also, disregarding such 
strict precautions is not often 
followed by infection of anoth er 
party . 
Th is is because scarlet fever 
is a very sligh tly contagious dis­ 
ease. 
If 100 ch ildren wh o h ad 
never h ad measles were ex posed 
to measles, close to a h undred of 
th em would 
get it. 
Under th e 
same circumstances, with scarlet 
fever, probably not 
more 
th an 
five or 
ten would 
contract th e 
disease. 
In very severe epidemics af 
scarlet fever th e precautions out­ 
lined sh ould be carried out. 
In 
th e comparatively mild cases th at 
h ave been prevalent lately , com­ 
mon sense would dictate consider­ 
able relax ation of vigilance. Th e 


(jonvalescence of scarlet fever 
sh ould be long so, in th e case 
of toy s, th e plan sh ould be made 
in th e beginning of th e illness, 
in all cases, th at ch eap and in­ 
ex pensive toy s and books be pro­ 
vided so th at th ey can be finally 
burned. 


How do y ou prevent scruffi­ 
ness of th e skin in th e winter 
time? 
Winter dermatitis is a con­ 
dition in wh ich th e skin, especi­ 
ally of th e ex posed parts of th e 
body , such as th e Hands and th e 
corners of th e mouth , crack. Th e 
general 
surface is 
rough 
and 
scruffy . 
Th e 
French 
call th is 
“Laundress dermatitis” and it un­ 
doubtedly is associated with th e 
use of too much soap and water. 
Alkaline substances in soap in­ 
duce alteration of th e skin wh ich 
sensitizes it to cold and also to 
oth er substances wh ich produce 
eczema and scruffinesss. 
Treatment is obvious. 
It con­ 
sists of 
cutting down 
on th e 
amount of h and-wash ing in th e 
winter time, and in th e use of 
toilet lanolin liberally applied at 
nigh t before going to bed. 
QUESTION. 
“Wh at is th e cause of a burn­ 
ing on th e side of th e mouth and 
tongue?” 
ANSWER. 
Th is migh t be due to a num­ 
ber of th ings. It certainly sh ould 
call for careful ex amination by a 
competent doctor. It may be due 
to anemia and it may be due 
to an ulceration. 
It may be due 
to a snag of a tooth . 
QUESTION. 
Please tell th e value, if any , 
an adult may derive from th e use 
of parsley juice.” 
ANSWER. 
I knew of no special value of 
parsley juice. I would be glad to 
h ear from any of 
my 
readers 
wh o th ink th ere is some benefit 
in it. 
QUESTION. 
“In a case of known increase 
of 20 per cent of th e h y droch loric 
acid in th e stomach , would y ou 
consider four or five cigarettes 
a day injurious?”

WASHINGTON—Internal reve­ 
nue agents are certainly going 
into Paul McNutt’s Income tax 
with a fine-tooth comb. 
Th ey 
turned up at American Legion 
h eadquarters not long ago and 
got ph otostats of th e ch ecks wh ich 
McNutt h ad received as Com­ 
mander of th e American Legion, 
including ex penses and all oth er 
pay ments. 
Th e agents also turned up at 
th e bank wh ere McNutt keeps a 
safe deposit box , with a subpoena 
for its contents. To open th e box 
required two key s, one being with 
th e cash ier, th e oth er being with 
McNutt, so th e agents were frus­ 
trated. 
However, one of McNutt’s po­ 
litical aides volunteered to get 
th e oth er key , and it is under­ 
stood th at most of McNutt’s per­ 
sonal papers now are in th e 
h ands of Internal Revenue agents.

British War Purchsaea. 
Th ere is far more significance 
beh ind Britain’s curtailment of 
American 
tobacco, 
cotton 
and 
fruit purch ases th an meets th e 
ey e. In fact, th is may be one of 
th e most serious factors upsetting 
American economy and in th e 
end perh aps, tending to pull th is 
country into th e war. 
To get th e complete picture. It 
is necessary to understand th e 
British 
and 
French 
economic 
strategy . 
It is complicated, but 
important. 
First, th e Allies are now plan­ 
ning to buy 10,000 new airplanes 
in th e United States. Th is is in 
addition to th e planes alraady 
ordered. Th e new planes (as well 
as th e old) will cost an average 
of $100,000 each , making a total 
airplane bill for new planes alone 
of one billion dollars. 
Second, under th e neutrality 
act, th is bill must be paid in cash . 
And wh en th e French and British 
pay for oth er supplies already 
ordered in th is country , one bil­ 
lion more dollars just about ex ­ 
h austs th eir ready cash . 
Th ird, h aving no more ready 
cash , th e Allies must curtail oth er 
purch ases in th e United States. 
Secretly th is is a matter of vig­ 
orous debate between some of 
th e French and British purch as­ 
ing agents In th is country . Th e 
British , at first, wanted to save 
some of th eir money for cotton, 
oil, steel and oth er basic raw 
materials. 
Th e French favored 
putting every th ing into airplanes. 
In th e end th e French prevailed. 
Airplanes will be placed ah ead 
of every th ing else. 
Fourth , th is means (a) th at th e 
Allies not only will cut oth er ex ­ 
penditures to th e bone, but (b) 
th ey will seek to secure cash in 
oth er markets. 
Th is fact ex ­ 
plains wh y Cordell Hull’s trade 
treaties h aven’t th e gh ost of a 
ch ance of succeeding wh ile th e 
war continues. 
Arg entine Trade Fallnre. 
Most people don’t realize it, but 
th e British were largely beh ind 
th e failure of Hull’s Argentine 
treaty negotiations—th at is, th e 
British plus* th e war. 
Britain is Argentina’s greatest 
customer. 
Sh e buy s Argentine 
wh eat, and above all, meet, in 
such vast quantities th at Argen­ 
tina usually h as a lush cash bal­ 
ance with wh ich sh e can buy 
American 
radios, 
automobiles 
and office mach inery . Since th e 
war, the British h ave clamped 
down 
o n this triang ular trade. 
They demand th at Arfentina save 


h er cash balances to buy British 
goods. 
In oth er woi’ds, Britain, forced 
to pay cash for American goods 
under th e neutrality act, is not 
going to let one farth ing of trade 
get to th e United States if sh e 
can divert it to Britain. 
/ 
Th is also is true of France, and 
true of trade not merely with 
Argentina, but with every coun­ 
try with wh ich th e Allies trade. 
Faced with a gigantic war bill, 
th ey h ave adopted Hitler’s sy stem 
of h ard-boiled, cut-th roat barter, 
wh ich means th at trade treaties 
are valueless, and th at American 
trade to neutrals is not going to 
blossom as in th e last war. 
Po o r U. S. F a rm ers. 
U. S. ex port trade, h owever, 
means almost noth ing compared 
with sound economy at h ome. 
And th is is wh ere th e British ^ 
policy IS likely to raise real h avoc. 
Th e main burden of Roosevelt s 
New Deal policy h as been a more 
equitable distribution of wealth . 
Th us th e AAA crop benefit pay ­ 
ments were aimed to balance up 
th e low income of th e farmer. 
Now, h owever, th e war, plus 
th e British , plus th e cash require­ 
ment of th e neutrality act. are 
almost sure to get th is balance 
furth er out of line. Th ousands of 
tobacco farmers earning, in some 
localities, an average of about 
$400 a y ear, now cannot sell th eir 
crops at all. Hundreds of th ou­ 
sands of cotton farmers, with in­ 
comes not much greater, must 
also see ex ports curtailed to th eir 
biggest customer. Th e same with 
apples, perh aps later with oth er 
farm ex ports. 
Meanwh ile, British millions or­ 
dinarily spread out among th ou­ 
sands of farmers, will be concen­ 
trated in a h alf dozen airplane 
factories. Airplane stocks already 
h ave zoomed. Airplane dividends 
will be fat and juicy . But large 
blocs of th e population, especially 
in th e South , will feel th e pmch . 
And if th is economic pinch is 
severe enough , it may bring an 
overpowering demand th at con­ 
gress scrap th e cash -and-cariy 
provisions of th e neutrality act, 
and permit credits to th e Allies. 
For it h as been th e unfailing ex ­ 
perience of th is country —and of 
every oth er, for th at matter 
^ 
foreign policy is guided by th e 
pocket-book.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 —(AP)

modified farm credit administra­ 
tion policies which he said wou ld 
vastly benefit meritoriou s bu t 
hard-pressed borrowers.

Wallace Says Insu rance 
And AAA To Offset The 
Wheat Acreage Cu t 


Fred S. Wallace, chairman of 
the Nebraska Agricu ltu ral Con- 
s e r v a t i o n committee, declared 
Monday Nebraska farmers will 
obtain 
a 
larger 
income 
from 
wheat this year despite drou th 
which has cu t the estimated crop 
to barely half of the average. 
Two factors, Wallace asserted, 
make this possible—crop insu r­ 
ance and wheat loans. 
“Lack of moistu re has dealt 
wheat a damaging blow in Ne­ 
braska,” said Wallace 
“In fact, 
the drou th has prompted crop re­ 
porters to estimate the Nebraska 
crop this year at abou t 35,432.000 
bu shels compared to an average 
crop of between 55,000,000 and 
60,000,000 bu shels or more. 
“ This 
y ear, 
ho wev er, 
abo ut 
5 6,400 Nebraska farmers hav e in­ 
sured their wheat cro p with the 
federal cro p insurance co rpo ra­ 
tio n. They hav e been guaranteed 
a pro ductio n o f 13,027 ,465 bushels. 
'Thus, if dro uth sho rtens their 
cro p to that ex tent they will be 
paid that much in indemnities, 
which means purchasing po wer 
that wo uld no t ex ist had cro p in­ 
surance no t been av ailable to 
gro wers.” 
Becau se of prospects for a short 
crop, prices generally are higher, 
Wallace added, pointing ou t that 
with a 35,500,000 bu shel crop the 
farmers’ income on the basis of 
dollar wheat wou ld be far larger 
than 
the 
$32,8 00,000 
Nebraska 
growers received in 1935 for their 
38 ,675,000 bu shel crop. 
“Wheat loans, also have played 
an important part,” Wallace said, 
“in increasing Nebraska farmers’ 
bu ying power. 
Last year, with 
wheat selling at low prices the 
AAA program enabled farmers to 
obtain loans on their wheat in­ 
stead of selling it. With wheat 
selling at 54 cents a bu shel on 
the farm last Ju ly 15, Wallace dis­ 
closed, 12,748 farmers made loans 
on 7,156,8 56 bu shels at an average 
loan rate of 64 cents a bu shel. 
“ To day .” he said, tho se same 
farmers hav e made a pro fit o f 
abo ut $2,05 7 ,48 8 with the current 
av erage farm price at 8 3 cents a 
bushel, an increase o f 29 cents 
o v er the J uly 15 price o f last 
y ear.” 
Nebraska wheat incpme also 
will be fu rther increased by bene­ 
fits paid farmers for participating 
in the agricu ltu ral conservation 
program of the AAA, Wallace 
pointed ou t.
